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JOPLIN  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

The  Joplin  Junior  College  will  open  September  6,  1938,  in  its 
own  building  at  Fourth  and  Byers.  This  building  is  a  substantial, 
three-story  brick  building.  It  has  been  redecorated  and  made  into  a 
modern  college  building,  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  college,  with  four¬ 
teen  classrooms,  three  shops,  two  small  music  rooms,  library,  auditorium, 
gymnasium,  and  offices.  These  rooms  are  commodious,  well-lighted, 
and  are  newly  furnished  throughout. 

Three  large  laboratories  for  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Biology  are 
provided,  together  with  a  lecture  room.  Three  rooms  will  be  used  for 
commercial  subjects.  A  large  room  and  two  small  rooms  provide  for 
group  and  individual  work  in  Music. 

A  library  of  ample  room  will  be  supplied  with  a  complete  list  of 
standard  reference  works  for  all  subjects  taught  and  will  include  many 
books  for  general  cultural  reading,  periodicals,  dictionaries,  and  ency¬ 
clopedias. 

The  building  is  easily  reached  from  all  parts  of  town  and  is  near 
bus  terminals,  making  it  accessable  to  those  coming  from  other  com¬ 
munities. 

The  building,  while  on  a  small  campus,  is  surrounded  by  beautiful 
elm  trees  that  add  much  in  appearance  and  comfort.

ADMISSION 

Students  are  eligible  for  admission  who  have  completed  at  least  1  5 
units  of  work  in  an  accredited  four-year  high  school. 

T  he  specific  subjects  accepted  for  admission  will  be  the  same  as  are 
accepted  by  the  University  of  Missouri. 

Applications  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Dean  of  the 
College  before  August  1.  Credential  blanks  will  then  be  mailed  to 
the  candidate.  These  blanks  should  be  filled  out  by  the  high  school 
principal,  or  the  superintendent,  and  mailed  directly  to  the  Dean.  This 
will  save  much  delay  in  registration. 

REGISTRATION 

All  students  in  attendance  are  asked  to  enroll  before  the  close  of 
school  each  year.  This  will  apply  also  to  seniors  in  the  Joplin  Senior 
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High  School  who  intend  to  enter  in  the  fall.  Registration  will  be 
completed  during  the  week  previous  to  the  opening  of  school  in  Sep¬ 
tember  and  January.  Registration  weeks  for  the  1938-39  school 
year  will  be  August  29  to  September  2,  1938  and  January  9  to  13, 
1939. 

AMOUNT'  OF  WORK  PERMITTED 

Fifteen  hours  of  work  per  semester  is  considered  a  standard  course. 
In  the  freshman  year  pupils  are  not  permitted  to  carry  more  than 
sixteen  hours.  Sophomores  may  not  carry  more  except  by  special 
permission  granted  by  the  Dean  of  the  school. 

MAJOR— MINOR 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  University  of  Missouri  and  of  many  other 
colleges  and  universities,  to  require  students  to  complete  for  gradua¬ 
tion  a  major  of  at  least  24  hours  and  a  minor  of  at  least  18  hours. 

All  students  who  expect  to  complete  their  work  for  a  degree  in  some 
higher  institution  of  learning,  should  notify  the  Dean  of  their  intention 
before  the  end  of  the  freshman  year  and  be  assigned  to  particular 
advisors.  These  advisors  will  help  students  to  plan  their  courses  so 
as  to  meet  the  special  requirements  of  the  particular  school  which  they 
expect  to  enter. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

Candidates  for  graduation  from  the  Joplin  Junior  College  are  re¬ 
quired  to  complete  60  credit  hours  together  with  60  honor  points. 

In  the  Arts  and  Science  Curriculum  arc  found  the  courses  that  are 
accepted  for  credit  in  the  first  and  second  year  at  the  University  of 
Missouri,  and  most  of  the  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the 
country. 

The  following  are  the  minimum  requirements: 

1.  The  candidate  must  have  been  regularly  admitted  to  the 

college. 

2.  He  must  complete  the  following  courses: 

a.  English  Composition  and  Rhetoric — 6  hours. 

b.  Ten  hours  in  a  foreign  language  in  addition  to  two  years 
in  high  school.  (5  hours  if  three  units  in  one  language 
are  presented  for  entrance) . 

If  less  than  two  years  in  one  foreign  language  is  presented 
for  entrance,  15  hours  are  required. 

c.  Physical  Science — 5  hours  (unless  two  units  are  pre¬ 
sented  for  entrance). 

d.  Biological  Science — 5  hours  (unless  two  units  are  pre¬ 
sented  for  entrance) . 

e.  Social  Studies — 5  hours. 

f.  Mathematics — 3  hours  (unless  three  units  are  presented 
for  entrance) . 

g.  Physical  Education. 

h.  Electives — A  sufficient  number  of  hours  to  complete  the 
60-hour  requirement.  These  should  be  selected  from 
those  listed  under  the  Arts  and  Science  curriculum.

Suggested  curricula  may  be  found  below  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  pre  law,  pre-medicine,  pre-engineering,  pre-journalism,  pre-busi¬ 
ness  and  public  administration. 

Terminal  two-year  curricula  are  also  offered  for  those  who  do  not 
seek  college  credit.  Subjects  taken  in  these  curricula  may  or  may  not  be 
given  credit  in  various  colleges,  should  a  student  later  seek  admission. 

DEGREES  AND  DIPLOMAS 

A  junior  college  diploma  will  be  granted  to  all  students  who  have 
completed  60  hours  of  college  work,  and  obtained  60  honor  points. 

A  degree  of  Associate  in  Arts  will  be  given  to  those  who  complete 
required  work  for  the  first  two  years  in  college  and  general  cultural 
curricula. 

In  terminal  curricula  the  diploma  will  be  a  certificate  showing  the 
completion  of  two  years  of  work  required  in  preparation  for  definite 
work  in  a  vocation.

BULLETIN  OF  INFORMATION 


RULES  FOR  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

Regular  attendance  at  all  classes  is  required  of  all  students  and  an 
attendance  mark  becomes  a  part  of  the  student’s  permanent  record. 
Work  missed  because  of  excusable  absence  must  be  made  up.  Unexcuscd 
absences  will  result  in  “F”  being  recorded  for  each  such  absence. 

Students  failing  to  make  passing  grades  in  8  hours  or  one-half  their 
work  at  end  of  a  report  period  will  be  placed  on  probation  and  may  not 
remain  on  probation  longer  than  the  second  period. 

Students  absent  from  monthly  or  term  examinations  may  be  given 
a  special  exam  on  payment  of  50c  in  advance.  If  examination  is  not 
made  up  a  grade  of  "F”  is  reported. 

Punctuality.  It  is  very  important  that  students  should  learn  to  be 
on  time  at  all  classes  and  at  all  meetings  of  whatever  sort — Orchestra. 
Glee  Club,  class  play,  assembly  and  others.  Irregularity  in  attendance 
at  group  meetings  will  soon  destroy  the  interest  of  the  individual  and 
that  of  the  groups.  Irregular  students  usually  fail  to  be  successful  and 
always  retard  work  of  the  group. 

To  be  eligible  for  participation  in  contests  for  the  school,  pupils 
must  be  doing  passing  work  in  at  least  8  hours. 

Pupils  to  be  eligible  for  athletics  must  have  passed  in  at  least  8  hours’ 
work  the  preceding  semester  in  school. 

If  any  student  is  failing  in  more  than  50%  of  his  work  for  two 
consecutive  six-week  periods  he  automatically  loses  his  membership 
in  the  college. 

Honor  points  are  calculated  a  follows: 

E  equals  excellent  3  honor  points  per  credit. 

S  equals  superior  2  honor  points  per  credit. 

M  equals  medium  1  honor  point  per  credit. 

I  equals  inferior  0  honor  point  per  credit. 

E  equals  failure  ( — 1 )  honor  point  per  credit. 

Sixty  hours  plus  sixty  honor  points  are  required  for  graduation. 

Exceptions  to  the  honor  point  requirement  will  be  made  only  after 
full  consideration  by  the  Scholarship  Committee. 

Although  a  student  may  thus  maintain  only  an  average  of  “I”  and 
remain  in  College,  a  student  with  such  a  record  cannot  be  considered 
for  graduation. 

If  a  student  in  any  six-weeks’  period  makes  two  “F’s”  he  must 
report  to  the  Scholarship  Committee. 

Students  should  plan  their  time  so  as  to  give  at  least  two  hours  of 
preparation  to  each  hour  recitation. 

No  student  may  change  classes  or  drop  a  subject  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  teacher  of  the  subject  and  the  approval  of  the  Dean. 
Failure  to  observe  this  rule  will  result  in  the  recording  of  an  “F”  grade 
in  the  subject.  Only  in  extraordinary  cases  will  change  of  program 
be  made  after  the  end  of  the  second  week. 

Pupils  who  withdraw  from  Junior  College  without  being  formally 
dismissed  from  the  institution,  may  not  be  recommended  to  other 
colleges. 

Pupils  withdrawing  without  paying  all  required  fees,  rentals,  etc., 
may  not  be  recommended  to  other  colleges  until  all  obligations  are 
cleared.
